England Wants More dot 
on the Pacific. 


A Speech in the Commons That 
Might Have Caused a Panic, 


The Kaiser Threatens That He Will 
“Pulverize”’ Russia.

Loxpon, March 7.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The question of the 
defenses at Esquimault caused a lengthy 
debate in the Commons today. Sir 
Stafford Northcote called the attention, 
of the House to the state of the defenses 
there and asked what steps had been 
taken to secure completion of the 
works. The Canadian Pacific road, he 
said, now offered an alternative route 
to the East and would be of immense 
service in the event of war. He moved 
that the fortifications be hastened to 
completion. 

Admiral Field, member for South Sus- 
sex, said that the question of expenses 
ought not be thrown solely on the impe- 
rial government. Messrs. Munro and 
Fergusson also regretted that Canada 
was evading her share of the imperial 
burdens of defense. 

Secretary of War Stanhope spoke of 
the importance of the Esquimault de- 
fenses. He regretted that the works 
were not yet completed. The imperial 
government had promised to provide 
guns, mining stores, skilled engineers 
and plans, and Canada ought to provide 
sites, construct the works on which the 
gums are to. be erected and maintain 
them. Although the guns and garrison 
were ready the fort works were not 
yet commenced. He had recently tele- 
graphed the Canadian government that 
the defenses should be carried out and 


‘he was quite sure Canada was also de- 


termined to complete the works. 
Urgency existed fur executing the work 


-and he assured the House the spirit of 


the motion would be observed, 

Northcote’s motion was then defeated. 
Redmond (Home Ruler).asked whe 
in view of the results of ‘the “London 
county council elections, the govern- 
ment proposed immediately to dissolve 
Parliament. Balfotk igtiored the 
tion. 

A mistake by the telegraph agency in 
reporting Secretary Stanhope’s speech 
on the Esquimalt defenses created much 
alarm today. It made him say: ‘“Ur- 
gency has arisen during the last few 


days,’’ instead of ‘In the last few 
years.’’ On the outside this was con- 
nected with the adverse rumors regard- 


ing the Bering Sea question. Had not 
the Stock Exchange been closed the er- 
ror would have caused a panic. 


POSTER'S ENGLISH MISSION. 


He Has Several Conferences with es: 

—Their Kesult Doubtful. 
_ Lonpox, March 7.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Hon. Charles Foster, 
Secretary of the United States Treas- 
ury, and Hon. Mr. Goschen, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, have had two inter- 
views, but nothing has been settled con- 
cerning the helding of a currency con- 
ference. That matter depends entirely 
upon the coming négotiations. Foster 
willstart for Southampton tomorrow, 
where he will proceed on a short visit 
to the Isle of Wight before sailing on 
Wednesday on his return to the United 
States. e has made a rapid tour 
around London, visiting the docks, the 
Tower of London and Nationa! Gallery. 
He also visited the Seven Dials district. 
The health of the Secretary shows 
marked improvemnnt, 

Secretary Foster, in an interview to- 
day, says it was impossible to disclose 
the nature of his conversations with 
Goschen. Perhaps they referred to the 
currency conference, but the matter 
was not discussed’ at any length. He 
said that if a satisfactory basis were 
obtained he would not hesitate to con- 
fer. Speaking of the weakness of the 
bimetallic section in Germany and the 
Austro-Hungarian project to return to 
gold the Secretary said: **We are per- 
fectly aware of these difficulties. but I 
have been surprised to tind so much in- 
terest taken in bimetalism in England 
and the extent to which public opinion 
is growing in favor of the double stand-

TO PULVERIZE RUSSIA 
A Remarkable Little Speech Attributed to 
the Kaiser. 

Lonpoxw, March 7.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Standard recounts 
a startling story in connection with 
Emperor William's recent Brandenburg 
effusion. He asserts that in connection 
with his speech a gentleman at the ban- 
quet remarked to the Emperor that he 
must not forget Russia, whereupon 
Emperor William retorted: ‘I will 
pulverize Russia.’’ 

This remark was promptly trans- 


| mitted to De Giers, who repeated the 


remark to the Czar. The Czar sum- 
moned the German Ambassador, Von 
Schweinitz, and said, after recounting 
the statement: ‘Tell your Emperor 
when he wants to begin pulverizing I 
will throw half a million men across 
the frontier with the greatest pleas- 
ure.’’

WONTHE FIGHT 


Frisco Manufacturers Carry 
Their Point. 


Labor Unions Lose Controi of a Large 
Number of Factories. 


The Terms of the Employers’ Asso- 
ciation Coneceded. 


The Downfall of the Boycott Followed 
by the Abandonment of the Labor 
Unions by Many of Their 
Former Members, 


By Telegranh to The Times. 

San Francisco, March 7.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Nine shoe factories of 
this city which have heretofore been 
considered union shops opened today as 
non-union shops, the question being put 
to each hand this morning at the open- 
ing whether or not he or she was a mem- 
berof the union.: The factories are 
those of Cahn, Nickelsburg & Co., Ro- 
senthal & Feder, Porter, Slessinger & 
Co., the United Workingmen's Boot and 
Shoe Company, Jory Bros., Earles & 
Co., Jones, Orin & Co., Nolan Bros. and 
Buckingham & Hecht, which employ al- 
together about 1200 hands. 

The manufacturers decline to state 
whether or not any employés_ were dis- 
charged as objectionable, but say that 
the factories opened with a full comple- 


ment of workmen. 


Nine, workmen were discharged from 
the National brewery this morning and 
the Brewery Workmen's Union proposes 
to make a hard fight on the question of 
union help. 

A notice posted in all shoe factories 
on Saturday to the effect that none but 
those who are not connected with any 
trade organization need report went 
into effect this morning. Since the 
posting of the notice speculation has 
been rife as to the possibie serious con- 
sequences that would result. Among 
the labor people it was confidently ex- 
pected that quite a number at least 
would refuse to sever their allegiance 
tothe unions. Theexpectation was not 
verified, as every man, as far as could 
be learned, accepted the new conditions 
and reported for work at the different 
factories as usual. In all but two facte- 
ries the men were questioned and 
upon their assurance that they were 
not connected with unions were allowed 
to resume work at once. Whether this 
action in yielding to thé demand of the 
employers is the result of a precon- 
certed arrangement cannot, of course, 
be known, as the proceedings of the 
meetings held yesterday were kept 
secret. At any rate. acceptance of the 
new conditions would seem to indicate 
that the union has come to the conclu- 
sion that it is policy, at least in the 
present instance, to accede to the de- 
mands of the employers. The latter 
are naturally jubilant at the outcome 
of what promised to be a serious situ- 
ation. 

Tonight the brewery workmen will 
have the same alternative presented to 
them. They must either return to 
work tomorrow as nou-union men, or 
seek other employment. The Board of 
Directors of the Employers’ Associa- 
tion met this afternoon to consider the 
Federated Trades’ proposal to jointly 
discuss labor troubles, and decided to 
decline, on the ground that its constitu- 
tion left the settlementoftheir respec- 
tive disputes to its subordinate bodies. 


Important Eight-hour Decision, 

Wassinaton, March 7.—The Court of 
Claims today rendered a decision in 
what is known as the letter-carrier 
cases. In the Salt Lake City case the 
carriers were employed six hours a day 
in getting their letters ready for deliv- 
ery and delivering them, four hours a 
day during the,intervals in distributing 
letters in the postoffice, and one hour a 
day or more in _postoffice work after 
their last carrier service was per- 
formed. They sued under the eight- 
hour law foradditionaltime. The court 
decided that the postmaster at Salt 


Lake has a right to employ them in dis- 


tribution between trips. As to employ- 
ment after their day's work the court 
expressed a grave doubt, but resolved it 
in favor of the carriers, leaving it to 
the Supreme Court to correct the error 
is there was one. 


Murderer Scudder Very Violent, 

Cuioaco, March 7.—Dr. Henry M, 
Scudder followed up his attack of last. 
night upon a fellow patient by this 
morning attacking Dr. Noble, who was 
in charge of the detention hospital. 
He was overpowered and will here- 
after be contined to his cell. 

Contrary to general expectations 
Scudder will be tried in the criminal 
court on a charge of murder. The 
apparent attempt to rail.oad him into 
an asylum has been nipped in the bud 
by Judge Scales and State’s Attorney 
Longenecker, who agreed this evening 
that a blunder was made by the police, 
The insanity question must be inciden- 


tal to the trial in the criminal court. > 


The Hopkins Appeal W ithdrawn, 

(Mass.,) March 7.—Judge Endi- 
cott, of counsel for the contestants in 
the Searles will case, this morning filed 
a formal waver in behalf of Timothy 
Hopkins and his wife of the appeal 
from the decree allowing the will of 
Mary Hopkins Searles. 

Judge Harmon having already sent up 
the will of Mrs. Searles, the Supreme 
Court in April will promptly affirm the 
probate of the documents.

The 
court says: ‘This point has been deter- 
mined adversely to the contention of ap- 
pellants in Green vs. Beckman (59 Cal., 
545.) The statute did not commence run- 
ning until the bank stopped payment, 
which was less than two years before the 
commencement of the action, Then the 
depositor had a right to sue and not before. 

It follows ‘as the night the day,’ that the 
stockholders did not commence sooner. 
How couldit? If on demand the bank had 
paid, the stockholders were discbarged. 
Can it be maintained that there was no 
right of action against the bank, and stili 
one against the stockholders? They are 
srimarv debtors, coérdinately respons!- 
ble.” (64 Cal., 121; Hyman ve. Coleman, 
82 Cal., 653.)

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


A Proposition to ‘Beat the Pa-| 


cific Mail Scheme. 


Seriously Discussing the $75000 a 
Month Subsidy. 


| : 
A Proposed Change in the Mt. Wil- 
son Railroad Plans. 


Big Excarsion Business—The Orange Crop 
~A Cashier Walting at the Mex- 
ican Frontier—Local Items 
of Interest. 


An interview with Mr. Stetson, presi- 
ident of the Traffic Association, ap- 
peared Saturday inthe Call, in which 
Mr. Stetson says that a vigorous fight 
is about to be opened by the Traffic As- 
sociation against the Pacific Mail sub- 
sidy. Itis also saidthat within the 
past fifteen years the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company has accepted up- 
ward of $14,000,000 from the trans- 
continental roads as a subsidy, paid to 
prevent it from competing for Califor- 
nia business. The payments are now at 
the rate of $75,000 a month. The 
method adopted is for the Transconti- 
nental Association to pay for a space of 
about 2400 tons, tonnage measurement, 
per month, which brings the rate per 
ton up to $31.25. There are some 
facts connected with this matter which 
have not previously been brought out. 
It is, in the first place, not considered 
probable by San Francisco merchants 
that the Transcontinental Association 
would pay the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Compatly $75,000 per month if the 
neutralization of sea competition by 
that method did not enable the rail- 
roads to earn two or three times $75,- 
000 per month as the direct result 
It is a_ well-known 
fact that the Pacific Mail could not earn 
to exceed $16 per ton for the space for 
which the Transcontinental Association 
pays $31.25 per ton, which sufficiently 
illuminates that proposition. It is also 
clear to merchants that the transconti- 
nental subsidy is really paid by them_in 
high rates, and it is somewhat exaspe- 
rating to know that the Pacific Mail re- 
ceives for its space thrice what it could 
earn if it was in the fleld as a sea com- 
petitor. ‘The tax inflicted upon the 
public by means of this subsidy,’’ said 
an officer of the Traffic Association, ‘is 
really three or four times as much as is 
shown on the face of the proposition. 
There is a wheel within wheel. If the 
Pacific Mail was an open competitor for 
business, clipper ships would not be 
charging as much as they are now. 
Merchants are now paying from $2 to 
$4 more per ton for freights via Cape 
Horn than they were before the Trans- 
continental Association began the pay- 
ment of this subsidy to the Pacific Mail. 
This is an additional tax. The whole 
operation of the subsidy by the Trans- 
continental Association is to wipe out 
the sea commerce of California and the 
high local rates, in and out from the 
city, completed the destruction of sea 
competition. The high local rates are 
the foundation which makes this pos- 


| sible.’’

As soon as the San Francisco Fed- 
erated Trades found out that they were 


to be opposed by an organization of the 


boot and shoe manufacturers—that they 
were to get a dose of their own medi- 
cine, in fact—they withdrew their - 
cott against the firm of Cahn, Nicklés- 
burg & Co. This simply shows that if 


} merchants and employers will only sum- 


mona little courage and act together 
they need not long be subjected to the 
intolerable annoyance of boycotts. The 
trades-nnion ‘‘bogie man”’ is easily dis- 
comfited if he is only faced with reso- 
lution. 

The merchants of Los Angeles set a 
good example whén they asserted their 
rights as American citizens, refused to 
be terrorized, and stood by Tue Times in 
its justifiable determination to control 
its owr business affairs. The cause 
of Tae Times was, in fact, the cause of 
the merchants themselves. Had the 
anarchistic movement been success- 
ful against this paper it would 
have proceeded next to grasp by the 
throat every employer of labor who 
dared to assert his right to the control 
ofhisowncapital. When the boycotters 
attempted to drag the merchants into 
partisanship with them by signing a 
petition for arbitration (when there 
was nothing to arbitrate) they were not 
slow to join in the following declara- 
ration which shows exactly how they 
stand on the proposition:

We, the undersigned business men of Los 
Angeles, have heretofore signed a paper at 
the urgent solicitation of persons declaring 
themselves to be members of an organiza. 
tion styled ‘‘Los Angeles Council of Labor," 
said paper proposing an arbitration of al- 
leged labor troubles between certain print- 
ers and the Los ANGELES Times, formerly 
their employer. 

We now desire to make known, by this 
supplemental statement, the fact that in 
signing said paper we did not mean to have 
our act construed as any improper inter- 
ference in matters which do not concern us. 
We had no opportunity in said paper to 
consider the opposite side of the contro- 
versy, and we do not now undertake to 
judge of its merits. 

We only say this: that we have the right 
to object to violations of law, by whomso. 
evercommitted; to unwarranted assaults 
upon the business interests and business 
men of this city, and annoyance 
from individuals, org ns or publica- 
tions seeking tointerfere with our affairs 
improperly.

A Remarkable Letter from Mr, Hunt- 
ington. 

In the San Francisco Examiner of the 
4th inst. there isa letter from C. P. 
Huntington, more than four columns in 
length, called forth by a categorical list 
of questions propounded to him by the 
manager of that paper. The questions 
go to the very heart of the subject of 
the influence of railroads in politics and 
particularly of the Central-Southern 
Pacific corporations. Some of these 
questions are thus direct and pointed: 


“Can railroad corporations be kept out of 
politics 


“Is the interference of such corporations 


in puplic affairs injurious to their own best. 


interests?’ 

“Would the evils of political railroadin 
be removed by Government ownership o 
the roads?” 

“Is the corruption of our legislative 
bodies due to the influences of corporations 
upon such bodies?"’

ere?”’ 

‘‘Has a Senatorial election any nece 
connection with a railroad company?”’ 

‘“‘What effect has the connection of the 
Southern Pacific with California politics had 
upon the company?”

the inference is that, if the railroad 
company keeps hands off politics, it is 


not likely to be interfered with. He 
says: 

I have been interested in a railroad in the 
State of Virginia (the Chesapeake and Ohio) 
for more than twenty years—a road that 

has cost over $70,000,000—which : has 
never been harmed by unfriendly legisia- 
tion, nor to my recollection was there ever 
any threatened, and I have never, nor has 
the company, tomy knowledge, spent one 
dollar to prevent it; but all knew that what 
the company wanted was that all its em- 
ployés should vote and cast their ballot for 
those who would best serve the interest of 
their country. 


In answer to the question as to what 
effect dabbling in politics has had on 
the Southern Pacific he says: 

The effect has been bad. It has cost the 
company some money and many friends, 
and, Ibelieve, much of the ill-feeling that 
has exhibited itself in the California Legis- 
lature was because the great corporation 
was used for purposes other than those for 
which it was created; for all know that it 
was created only for the transportation of 
persons and property. 

This on the question of a United 
States Senator: 

No great railroad company that has re- 
ceived aid from the Government can afford 
to have one of its officers or large owners in 
the United States Senate; for, if he be a 
man fit for the place, he will not wish to 
use his influence for the company if itshould 
need legislation, and, if he should, his in- 
fluence would be very little, as his associates 
in the Senate would be very apt to think 
that he was working for his own personal 
interests. 

As to whether his policy of keeping 
his corporation out of politics has been 
successful, his rejoinder is: 

I will say that my efforts to keep the 
Southern Pacific out of politics have been 
fairly successful. Itcould pot be reason- 
ably expected that a great corporation like 
the Southern Pacific, whose business had 
for several years been mostly of a political 
character, could be stopped suddenly in its 
course. The late presidentof the company 
had been away from the State for years en- 
gaged in attending to matters other than 
those of the Southern Pacific Company, 
while some of those nearest to him acted as 
though they thought ces would best serve 
their own and their employer's interest by 
attending to affairs political rather than to 
matters oftransportation., Fortunately for 
the company there were others who knew 
full well that their duty lay in caring for 
the physical condition of the road, so that 
persons and property could be transported 
with safety and celerity, and, when we con- 
sider the difficulties under which they 
labored, it is wonderful how well they did 
their work.”’ 

Most people will give Mr. Hunting- 
ton the credit of speaking with much 
frankness in these propositions, and 
most people will agree with his conclu- 
sions. Instead of saying that politics 
have cost the company “‘some’’ money, 
however, he should have said a mint of 
money—a great many fortunes. 

He admits that there is some oppo- 
sition to his non-political policy, but 
he says it does not come from any who 
look to the company for legitimate re- 
turns. He makes a rather poor mouth 
about the profits which the managers 
but, in 
view of the vast private wealth which 
the managers have got hold of, some- 
how, he will have hard work to make 
people believe him in this regard. He 
also affects to believe that San Fran- 
cisco would not be benefited, but rather 
injured, by the acquisition of another 
transcontinental line. This is also 
hard to swallow. 

Altogether, however, Mr. Hunting- 
ton’s letter is quite remarkable, and it 
is also quite gratifying. Itisa report 
of progress in the withdrawal of the 
corporation from the management of 
politics on this Coast, and it will stimu- 
late further hopes.

They Win Their First Great 
Fight in the House. 


Bland’s Partisans Sweep Away the 
Opposition of the Antis. 


Speaker’Crisp Appears in the Role 
of a “Czar.” 


The Resolution for a Three-day Debate 
op the Bland Bill Carried After 
Long and Very Bitter 

Opposition.

Wasuineton, March 7,—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}| The free coinage issue 
will not down. Gentlemen of both par- 
ties who have been hoping it would be 
postponed until after the elections are 
tonight convinced that the issue must 
be disposed of by the House before the 
dates of the national conventions. The 
free coinage men of both parties are of 
course highly elated. The gold men in 
the Democratic party are filled with 
dismal forebodiogs, while the anti-free 
coinage Republicans, who comprise 85 
percent. of the Republican member- 
ship in the House, are disposed to view 
the matter with complacency. The 
vote today indicates that the House 
will surely pass the Bland bill,’ 
so decisive and overwhelming was 
the victory of the advocates of 
free coinage. It was a signifi- 
cant feature of the proceedings that 
on all disputes that arose on par- 
liamentary questions the anti-free coin- 
age men did most of the talking. To 
one unfamiliar with political methods 
the conclusion would have been irre- 
sistible, after listening to the denuncia- 
tion of Speaker Crisp’s rulings to the 
impassioned oratory and direful predic- 
tions of those oyposed to the Bland bill, 
that the free-coinage men were to be 
swept away ina whirlwind of popular 
indignation. Yet when the vote came 
not on one silver resolution alone, but on 
all auxiliary questions, the free-coinage 
men came to the front in an unbroken 
phalanx and by vote of over two to one 
‘| routed their opponents. On the last

FIRST SE3SION.

' porarily, as was also a motion of Mr.

The resolutions heretofore offered by 
Call in respect to railroad companies in 
Florida influencing the Senatorial elec- 
tion in 1891 and for the opening to set- 
tlement of railroad land reservations iu 
that State were called up and Mr.

At the close of his remarks the resolu- 
tion as to railroad lands in Florida was 
referred to the Committee on Public 
Lands.and the other resolution was al- 
lowed to remain on the table. 

The Pure Food Bill was then taken 
up and Mr. Berry addressed the Sen- 
ate. He ascribed the motive of the 
bill to syndicates which control the 
lard industry of the country and who 
sought to put down the cotton seed in- 
dustry, which brought the Southern 
States $15,000;000 a year. 

Mr. Paddock challenged Mr. Berry 
to point out a single provision in the 
bill that would favor one industry at 
the expense of another. 

Mr. Berry said that if parties in the 
lard business could induce the Secretary 
of Agriculture to use the powers the 
bill would confer upon him to pronounce 
against the purity of cotton-seed oil the 
latter industry would be crushed. 

Mr. Palmer expressed sympathy with 
the purpose of the bill, but regretted 
that it was not happily arranged. He 
regretted that instead of enforcing ex- 
isting laws the tendency was to enact 
new ones. The bill left too much also 
to the discretion of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, a dangerous power. In 
conclusion Mr. Palmer said that the 
people of the States could take care of 
their own rights of the sale and use of 
drugs and food. The power of Con- 
gress in respect to interstate transpor- 
tation was a solitary one, but had to be 
kept within its just limits. :

Not one word about filibustering had 
been said in the conversation with Mr.

But in the rule pro- 
viding for a report from the Committee on 
Rules there is no limitation of words. The 
rule says, ‘it shall always bein order." 
The Chair bas undertaken to enforce the 
rules of the House as he finds them. The 
Chair might say, however, that in the last 
House there was no such rule as this, pro- 
viding thatreports of the Committee on 
Rules might be called up at any time. 

The roll was then called and by a vote 
of 194 to 78 the House tabled Mr. 
Tracey’s appeal from the decision of 
the Chair. 

Mr. Tracey then raised the question 
of consideration of the report. 

‘‘The Chair will have to hold,’’ said 
the Speaker, ‘‘that the question of con- 
sideration cannot be raised.”’

RAILWAY RATES. 


The Traffic Association’s Appeal to the 
State Commissioners. 

San Francisco, March 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.] At a meeting of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
today acommunication from Manager 
Leeds, of the Traffic Association, was 
read, stating that the board had prob- 
‘ably found by comparison of rates 
charged within the limits of their juris- 
‘diction with the tariffs in effect in 
many States of the West a marked dif- 
ference greatly to the disadvantage of 
California. ' e people of the State 
naturally look to the board as their 
chosen servant to diligently serve their 
interests in this connection, and expect 
that upon proper investigation it will 

roceed todoso. It is evident there 

some delicacy on the part of individ- 
uals about making specific and individ- 
ual complaints, but this is not necessary 
under the law which creates the com- 
mission; in fact, it was mandatory upon 
the board to fix rates and fares. 

The communication specified no 
charge, and, therefore, could not be 
acted upon. Leeds'said there appeared 
to be no schedule of the rates which 
had been filed by the board, because 

_there was no uniformity in rates of the 
different roads in California. 

Beckman said that at the ontset the 
railroad commission of this State estab- 
lished rates, and that the plan of the 
first board had been adopted with 
amendments and alterations from time 
to time. 

The board decided finally, as Commis- 
sioner Rea put it, that “if the Traffic 
Association is not brave enough to for- 
mulate something to indicate exactly 
what is wanted we cannot, as we are 
now groping inthe dark and need to 
know exactly what is wanted so as to 
be able to act.”’ | 

Commissioner Litchfield’s motion to 
raise the ice rate on the Donahue road 
to Santa Rosa from $1.40 to $1.80 was 
carried. 

A tilt then occurred between Mr.

_ Whe city elections will be held on April 

11. This fact has been’ generally known 
. for some time past and, although candidates 
have sprung up in rich plenty, no one took 
the initiative stepin the matter of calling 

a caucus until last Saturday evening, when 
,the “Committee of Seventeen” of former 
‘years met at the City Hall and issued a call 
‘for a public meeting to make nominations 
‘for the several city offices, the details of 
(‘which were published yesterday in these 
‘columns. 

According to the call caucus meetings 
will be held in each of the four old wards 
of town to select twenty-five delegates from 
each ward to the Thursday night meeting, 

‘and all who favor ‘‘a liberal policy and an 

‘economical administration of city affairs’ 

‘are invited to attend these caucus meetings 
and take a hand inthe selection of the 
egates. Yesterday the matter was dis- 
cussed at considerable length on the streets 
and in the business houses, the chief ques- 
tion of dispute being what the term ‘‘lib- 
eral policy’’ implies. 


The statement does not admit of dispute | 


‘that the Committee of Seventeen has been 
averse to taking any part whatever in the 
‘coming contest, and not until the time for 
‘placing some one in nomination—as pre- 
. scribed by law—had almost expired did the 
members meet and start the ball a-rolling. 
At the meeting Saturday night those pres- 
“ent did not assume the responsibility of 
‘ laying down a platform for the candidates 
who may happen to be nominated Thurs- 
day night. Those present simply expressed 
themselves as favoring a liberal policy and 
an economic administration, and invited 
others of a similar turn of mind to meet 
together and nominate such candidates as, 
in their judgment, seem to be the best men 
for the places. Itis understood that the ex- 
ression ‘‘libera] policy’’ means about what 
tsays. In other words, thatthe meeting 
‘Thursday night will neither be a prohibi- 
‘tion nor a high-license assemblage, but a 
gathering of citizens who approve ofthe

A DAY'S OUTING FROM PASADEN 

The Mission of San Gabriel figures in all 
Pasadena history, yet how few have visited 
the old house near by the church, which.

San Bernardino county lifts her head the 
higfer and speaks in more commanding 
tones than ever in proclaiming tothe world 
thatshe is the banner citrus fruit-growing 
county. Asto quantity grown the ship. 
ments of oranges and lemons each succes- 
sive year show her far in the lead ofall 
others, and wherever she places her fruit 
on exhibition in competition with that 
from other sections she iscertain to be the 
winner. This fact is clearly demonstrated 
again thts year at the Southern California 
Citrus Fair now about to close at Los An. 
geles. Of the thirteen awards of first 
premiums made for exhibits of oranges 
this county carries off ten. Of twelve 
awards of second premiums on oranges 
eight came to San Bernardino county. 
There were but four awards of third pre- 
miums on oranges and three of these came 
to the banner county: but two fourth pre. 
miums were awarded on orange exhibits 
and oneoftheseisforthiscounty. Thusout 
of a total of thirty-one awards of premiums 
‘on oranges twenty-two, or more than two- 
thirds, are given to this, the banner 
orange-growing county. Of the  pre- 
miums awarded on lemons the same pro- 
portion of premiums,were received by this 
county. Of seven awards of first premiums 
on lemons, five are allotted to this county, 
and six of the seven second premiums. Of 
other citrus fruits, such as citron, lime, 
shaddock, pumeld and grape fruit, the 
awards are mostly tv other sections. Of 
the four first and tour second premiums 
this county receives butone first and one 
second. 

Perhaps the significance of these awards 
may appear a little more impressive to 
some when placed upon a money basis, as 
it were. 

The cash prizes awarded for oranges 
alone foot upto thesumof $1805. This 
includes the premiums awarded and not 
those where premiums were offered and no 
awards made. San Bernardino county's 
share of this sum is $1220, or a little over 
two-thirds of it. The cash premiums 
awarded on lemons amount to $430, of 
which San Bernardino county captures 
$310, or nearly three-fourths of the whole. 
In view of these facts, and taking into con- 
sideration the very large proportion of the 
total product in citrus fruits shipped from 
this county tothe markets of the world, 
her citizens should fee] fully justified in 
designating this asthe banner county and 
are proud of this distinction.

MAGNOLIA AVENUE. 

Magnolia avenue, the pride of our city, 
has become nearly as widely known as Riv- 
erside itself, and why shouldn't it? It is 
one of the finest drives on the Coast, and 
without it our city would not be the same 
delightful Riverside that It is. This en. 
chanting drive was first laid out in 1875, 
and the first three miles of it graded in 
1877. Beginning at a pond about three 
miles south of the original plat of Riverside, 
ft now extends in a southwesterly direction 
for a distance of fifteen miles. Along the 
center a row of pepper trees was planted at 
a distance of sixteen feet apart. Upon 
either side, between the sidewalk and street, 
was plantedarow of gum trees. These 
have nearly all been renewed and palms 
and@other trees substituted. The total 
width of the street is 132 feet, twenty feet 
of which is taken from either side by the 
sidewalk. At a distance of half a mile 
apart streets eighty feet wide cross the 
avenue atright angles. At the intersec. 
tion of these streets, named for the Presi- 
dents of the United States, are planted the 
large flowering magnolias. This avenue is 
kept sprinkled for a distance of several 
miies out from the city, and makes one of 
the most beautiful drives in the world.

The reception to Bishop C. H. Fowler 
last evening at the First Methodist 
Church was largely attended by prom- 
inent Methodists of this city.

The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
time and place, every ward being rep- 
resented, and the following routine 
business was disposed of: 

A message was received from the 
Mayor returning the contract with the 
Los Angeles Consolidated Electric Rail- 
way Company for amendment by the 
insertion of a few words necessary to 
give the proper location of the pipe re- 
ferred to therein, and upon motion of 
Councilman Nickell the vote by which 
the same had been approved was recon- 
sidered and the matter was referred to 
the City Attorney for correction. 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 

The reports of the City Clerk and Tax 
and License Collector, showing the is- 
suance of 2144 licenses for the month 
of February last, of which 2045, val- 
ued at $18,199, were collected and 
ninety-nine returned uncollected, were 
referred to the City Auditor. 

That of the City Tax and License Col- 
lector, showing the collection of seven 
out of thirty-nine delinquent licenses 
for the month of January last, was also 
referred. 

The City Clerk reported, showing the 
collection of $23.50 from the redemp- 
tion of tax sales, and this was also re- 
ferred to the City Auditor. , 

The Water Overseer reported, show- 
ing the collection of $34 from the sales 
of water for the month of February _ 
Referred to the City Auditor. 

The reports of City Justice Austin, 
showing the collection of $147.75 in 
fees and fines during Febraary last; of 
City Justice Owens, $37.60; of Clerk

CLERK TEED'S REPORT. 

The City Clerk reported as follows: 
| -In connection with the application of 
William McDermott for the cancellation of 
an alleged tax sale, on account of the im- 
roving of Washington street between 
n andSan Pedro streets, I find that

Afternoon Session. 

It was 2:15 o’clock before the Coun- 
cil was called to order, with every mem- 
ber in his seat anda large percentage 
of the male adult population of the East 
Side and several ladies in attendance. 

The special order for 2 o’clock, the 
hearing of protests against the proposed 
opening of Hoff street from Daly street 
across to Grifim avenue, which ac- 
counted forthe large delegation from 
the East Side, was taken up. A large 
map of the proposed opening had been 
pinned up on the drapery back of the 
president’s chair for the purposes of il- 
lustration, and, after the reading of the 
protests of Charles Wickman and others 
against the proposed improvement, the 
floodgates of eloquence, on motion, were 
opened and the hearing of the protes- 
tants commenced. 

R. A. Ling, Esq.. on behalf of the pro- 
testants, then addressed the Council at 
some length, vigorously protesting 
against the proposed improvement on 
the ground that it .is unjust and not 
called for by any puDlic necessity. The 
district of assessment is manifestly un- 
fair, for the reason that people are as- 
sessed who receive no benefit whatever. 
The people on Pasadena avenue have 
already paid for their street improve- 
ments and thev do not wish to again be 
assessed for something for which they 
get no benefit, especially as they can 
ill afford at this time to go into such an 
extensive expenditure. 

Capt. F. W. Tyler followed in another 
vigorous protest, going over the same 
ground as Judge Ling and charging that 
the petition had been secured by mis- 
representation on the part of the pro- 
moters. Theonly thing that it was 
wanted for was for the use of the elec- 
tric road. 

Ex-Councilman James Hanley also 
protested, saying that he did not think 
he should be called upon to pay for the 
street opening any more than for a pri- 
vate conveyance, 


the whole matter is illegal from the 
fact thatan amendment had been ad- 
ded to the petition tothe effect that 
the work is notto be done unless the 
electric road is granted a franchise over 
the proposed street within sixty days. 

The City Attorney was sent for, and 
on his statement that nolegal question 
is involved, and that the Council has 
the power to proceed in the matter of 
street opening even without any peti- 
tion, the debate was continued. . 

W. R. Willis, Esq., Tupresesting the 
petitioners, was next | 
that the street is a public necessity, and 
that the expense is small, compared 
with the benefits. He showed thata 
number of the protestants had with- 
drawn from the protests, and that now 
but 24 per cent. of the property-own- 
ers were objecting to the improvement. 
As to the electric railroad he thought 
it would be a good thing for the people 
to have it pass through this new tract, 
but this is a secondary matter, as efforts 
had been made to have this street 
opened before an electric railroad was 
contemplated. Asto the necessity of 
the improvement, there is no question. 
As it is now there is a block over 12Q0 
feetin length, without across street, 
which in case of a fire is a serious mat- 
ter, as by this improvement the distance 
from the East Side engine-house to a 
large and thickly settled district will 
be reduced five or six blocks. Twenty- 
five persons had withdrawn from the 
protests, leaving but 26 per cent. of all 
persons in the district of assessment 
who are objecting. 

R. G. Lunt wanted to have certain 
documents read, but Councilman Innes 
thought that, as the matter had not 
» been properly investigated, it should be 
referred back to the Board of Public 
Works to be looked into. 

The Council agreed to this, but, as 
numbers of others desired to be heard, 
the talk was continued, and Rev. M. 
Phillips of Primrose avenue, spoke at 
length on the necessity of the improve- 
ment and was followed by Judge Rich- 
ard Dunnigan, who favored the opening 
of the street on the ground ’of public ne- 
cessity. 

W. B. Wright, one of the protestants, 
objected to the opening of Hoff street, 
purely on the ground of cost. He would

THE LADIES’ ANNEX. 


The Resolutions Expelling Mrs. Wilder 
Finally Adopted. 

There was a large attendance at the 
regular meeting of the Ladies’ Annex 
yesterday afternoon. The chief topic 
of discussion was concerning the reso- 
lutions denouncing Mrs. Wilder’s action 
and recommending her expulsion from 
the annex. These resolutions, as pub- 
lished in Tas Timgs, were indorsed by 
the ladies at the last meeting of the 
annex and referred to the Grievance 
Committee for further action. The 
chairman of that committee presented 
her report yesterday, stating that the 
resolutions were not indorsed by the 
committee, four of whom voted against 
and one for. The decision of the com- 
mittee was not accepted, howeyer, on 
the grounds that Mrs. Wiggins, who mo- 
nopolized the floor at that meeting, be- 
ing twice called to order by the chair- 
man of the committee, was directl 
interested in the matter of Mrs. Wil- 
der’s appointment and therefore should 
not have been permitted to have a voice 
in the matter. Also the fact that 
Mrs. Wilder, the accused person, and

LOS ANGELES, ORANGE, TULARE. 
The Exhibits of the Three Counties in De 
tall—Good Displays. 
Relatively speaking, Los Angeles 
county is not soextensively represented 
at the fair as some other counties of 


Southern California. The _ sections 
exhibiting are Pasadena, Pomona, 
Duarte, Alhambra, Vernon, Downey, 
San Gabriel, Cafiada and the coast 
line. | 


Duarte has a handsome solid exhibit, 
confined entirely to oranges and lemons, 
without any ‘filagree’ work. There 
are Navels, St.. Michaels, Maita, Valen- 
cias, Mediterraneans and Seedlings. 
The Duarte people are planting largely 
of Valencias and Mediterranean Sweets. 
They think the, market will soon be 
glutted with navels and that late fruit 
_will then be more in Ernest 
Watson has a display from his old or- 


‘|}an immense orange 


chard, some of the trees being 22 vears 
old. The Duarte exhibit naturally runs 
largely to seedlings, it being one of the 
oldest orange-growing sections of the 
county. 

Of lemons there are Eureka and Lis- 
bor. The Duarte people prefer -the 
Eureka, which they can gather almost 
all the year round. 

For limes, which include Mexican 
and imperials, Duarte took the first 

rize. It also took prizes for navels, St. 
ichaels and bloods. 

There isan exhibit of orange wine 
from Duarte, made by H. Murriell, 
which took the first premium. 

Azusa and San Gabriel have a table 
together. Macneil and Vosburg of 
Azusa show a seedless lemon, which is 
the first of the kind known. It was 
produced a year ago forthe first time, 
as a sport from the Eureka. Not much 
attention was paid to it, bnt it was re- 
produced this season. Mr. Macniel has 
written all over the country to promi- 
nent horticulturists, including Mr. Van 
Deman of the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Washington, but can find no 
record of any similar fruit. 

Maj. Dobbins of San~ Gabriel takes 
the second premium for Valencia Lates. 
Abbott Kinney of Lamanda Park has 
large and fine tangerines, which ap- 
pedr equal to anything in the hall. 

Vernon has_a pretty exhibit, repre- 
senting a rustic gate composed of 
oranges and lemons, put up by two 
young ladies of Vernon, the Misses Mc- 
Kenzie. Vernon is the horticultural 
suburb par excellence of Los Angeles. 
Its products net annually a very large 
sum. 

Cafiada some excellent oranges 
and lemons. 

The coast line exhibit is an inter- 
esting one. Dan Freeman shows fine 
seedling oranges from Inglewood. 
Downey has a pile of seedling oranges. 
The Cahuenga exhibit is especially 
noteworthy, with its clean oranges and 
lemons, showing that citrus fruit can 
be grown to perfection in that section. 
There are also several varieties of semi- 
tropical fruits and winter vegetables, 
such as peas, beans and tomatoes, from 
which the Cahuenga people make large 
profits shipping them to San Francisco 
and the East. Cahuenga is endeavor- 
ing at present to introduce an irriga- 
tion system, which, when completed, 
would give it a great impetus. Ex- 
Senator C. C. Cole shows olives and 
olive oil of fine quality, also citrons. 

One of the most interesting exhibits 
at the fair is from Los Angeles city, by 
S. M. Woodbridge, who took the first 
premium for the best display of prodacts 
of the orange, including extract of or- 
ange, oil of orange and lemon, lime juice, 
orange syrup and orange bitters. Dr. 
Woodbridge has only recently gone into 
this enterprise in Los Angeles. It is 
one that has been much neglected in 
this section. In the European orange- 
producing cotmtries the by-products of 
the orange are an important branch of 
industry. Our windfall and damaged 
oranges might be utilized in this man- 


ner. 

Dr. Woodbridge also makes castor oil, 
which is shown. He pays 1 cent a 
pound forcastor beans hulled, and 2 
cents for beans inthe hull. The castor 
bean grows to the size of a tree in this 
section with little orno care. There 
was formerly “a castor oil mill at 
Downey. There is also exhibited asam- 
ple of castor bean pumice, for fertiliz- 
ing, made from the hull of the castor 
bean. It is said to be especially adapted 
to orange orchards, 

Pomona, which received the first pre- 
mium for artistic display, has confined 


‘its exhibit entirely to oranges and 


lemons, spread in attractive fashion on 
a table, with the name in large letters. 
The display of citrus fruits is a very 
striking one. 

On a side table Pomona shows a num- 
ber of varieties of pickled olives, put 
up by Messrs. Smith and Howland, the 
latter of whom expects to have fifty 
varieties to show at the World's Fair. 
Pomona is going in largely for olive 
culture. A late report from that sec- 
tion stated that over 800,000 olive 
trees had been planted this season and 
that 100,000 more would have been 
planted had the trees been obtainable. 

Alhambra, the beautiful suburban city 


of the San Gabriel, hasa table of fine | 


oranges and lemons. It took second 
prize for tangerines. Many Eastern 
visitors consider Alhambra, all things 
considered, as the beauty spot of Los 
Angeles county. 

Last, but not least, in Los Angeles 
county, comes Pasadena, with its mag- 
nificent crown of oranges and lemons. 
The exhibit of Pasadena is sufficient to 
correct the impression which some en- 
tertain, that the ‘Crown of the Val- 
ley’? has nothing to show but blocks, 
residences and suburban lots.

Historical Society. 


Festive Mule—Useless Gold Washers 
—Indians, Snakes and Wolves 
—The Mormons. 


Ex-Senator C. C. Cole delivered an 
interesting lecture last evening in Cale- 
donia Hall before the Historical Society 
of Southern California, entitled, ‘“Over- 
land in ’49,”" 

tue Syeaker started out by observing 
that, when he stadied geography fifty 
years or so ago, the country west of the 
Mississippi was very little known. 
Large tracts were marked ‘Great 
American Desert.’’ Later on they were 
called ‘the plains’ and then territories; 
others ‘‘unexplored regions.’’ The Sac- 
ramento River was shown to rise in the 


the Sierra Nevada Mountains to Drake's 
Bay, in what is now Marin county. 
‘Independence, Mo.,’’ said Mr. Cole, 
‘had the appearance of a temporary 
settlement in 1849. All supplies were 


dumped off at the landing. It was, at 
that time, the rendezvous of many com- 


California. Of one company, com- 
posed of half a dozen young men from 
a town in Western New York, the 
speaker was a member. 

‘‘An important feature of the expedi- 
tion was the management of the mules, 
which were young and wild, and 
had to be handled with great care. 
Many of the emigrants from the North- 
ern and Eastern States were wholly un- 
acquainted with the mule as a domestic 
animal. They had a chance to gain 
All the wagons had 
rawn by 
from four to six ‘rats,’ as the little 
mules were called. They were laden 
with everything useful, convenient or 
profitable for trade that could be 
thought of. Most of them were too 
heavily loaded. Wardrobes were qnite 
limited, but of durable material. Each 
man had a Mexican poncho—like a 
blanket witha slitin it. Heavy gold- 
washing machines, of every style that 
Yankee ingenuity could devise, greatly 
incumbered the outfit. Few of these 
machines reached the end of the jour- 


ney. 
' “In ’49 what is now Kansas and Ne- 
braska was then an Indian reserve, where 


settle. It was on the 24th of Aprilthat 
we started on our long journey, little 
anticipating the dangers from cholera, 
Indians, wolves and accidents that we 
were to encounter. We first passed the 
country of the Pottawatomies, a noble 
tribe, partially civilized and at peace 
with the whites and othertribes. Fur- 
ther on were the Pawnees and Sioux, 
who were reported to be at war among 
each other. The large light-gray 


‘wolves were very savage and gave much 


trouble. They subsisted mainly on buf- 
falo, but were quite partial to horse- 
flesh. When we met the Sioux Indians 
they were bound to have whisky and we 
had great difficulty in persuading them 
that we were all members of the tem- 
perance society, in good standing. 

‘*The crossing of the numerousstreams 
which we encountered was a difficult 
and often perilous task. There were, 
however, many compensations for our 
troubles. The air was wonderfully 
pure, so much so as to make 0 a ap- 
pear far nearer than they really were. 
We could see the Rocky Mountains 
when 250 miles away. 

‘‘At Fort Laramie we were about 700 
miles on our journey, with more than 
twice that distance yet to make. The 
summer: was rapidly passing and our 
mules were considerably jaded. These 
considerations, added to the ever-har- 
rassing idea that those ahead of us 
mignt pick up ail the gold before we 
could reach California, led to the total 
abandonment at Laramie of our wagons 
and all their contents, excepting such 
limited supply of food and blankets as 
could be packed on animals. The bal- 
ance of the trip was made on foot or 
horseback, with mules to carry our bag- 
gage. The rest was left a prey to 
wolves or to be picked up by whomso- 
ever might come along. Here many of 
the cumbrous gold washers were 
dropped, but with great reluctance. 
One of the company vainly tried to ad- 
just his great ‘‘coffee-mill’’ on the back 
of a mule, and finally, in despair, gave 
the driver of a passing-on team his 
mule to haul the cumbrous machine to 
California. He never saw mule, man or 
gold-washer again. A cyrious thing is 
‘that nobody ever appears to. have-seen 
any of these machines in California. 
Where have they all gone to? | 

‘‘Pack trains on mountain roads have 
a great advantage over teams, and our 
pace henceforth was more _ rapid, 
There is no telling how persons’ dispo- 
sitions will change under a radical! 
change of circumstances. Lifelong 
friends were known to break out in an- 
gry discussions over the most trivial oc- 
currences. Not infrequently a mem- 
ber of the company would strike off 
from the rest and travel all alone by 
himself to avoid, as he would say, disa- 
greeable company, but it was noticed 
that he would generally at night select 
a camping place not tar irom the restot 
us. 

‘There was little chance for change of 
clothing. Disrobing was never thought 
of and it was quite customary to sleep 
in one’s boots. The saddle was the pil.

SANTA ANA, Feb. 26.—[To the Editor of 
THE Times.}] Wells, Fargo & Oo., after a 
thorough canvass, state the product of sil- 
ver for the United States and British Col. 
umbia for 1891 to be $60,614,004. For 
the year 1890 it was but little more. They 
also report the shipments of silver from 
San Francisco to Chinaand Japan in 1891 
to have been $7,912,370. A large amount 
of silver is used yearly in the arts and manu- 
factures, andif we deduct that and what 
silver was produced in British Columbia 
from the total product itis not likely that 
over $54,000,000 would remain, 

That amount of silver the present laws 

authorized the Government to ‘issue as 
money, in coin and silver certificates, which 
are as good or better than silver dollars, 
The man who would repay large loans at 
bank with silver dollars would soon be de. 
nied any money. Where, then. is the need 
of a law for the unlimited coinage of silver 
when the present laws can put the total 
yearly net product in circulation? 
' Witha in price of bullion foreign 
countries would unload their silver on us, 
ood in afew years financial panic would 
follow. 

Again the above report shows that nearly 
$8,000,000 of silver was exported to China 
and Japan in 1891 from San Francisco 
alone. ‘How much was sert from other 
ports or to other countries we do not know. 
Deduct. that export also and it would leave 
much less than $54,000,000 as our net 
product of silver for use as money. Let 
the present laws alone. They are good 
enough to circulate the products of our 
own mines. Theabove report shows also 
that we produced nearly $32,000,000 of 
roldin 1891,: Perhaps $30,000,000 of 
thatis available for money, which, with 
the $54,000,000 of silver, would make a 
yearly inflation of $84,000,000 right

FRESH LI! ERATURE. 
THE YOUTH OF TH HESS OF AN- 
CGOULEMPF. By IMBERT DE SAINT-ARMAND. 


Translated by Elizabeth Gilbert Martin. 
(New York: Charles Scribner's Sons.*) 


During the past two years the pub- 
lishers have issued translations of ten 
of M. Imbert de Saint-Armand’s histor- 
ical works. The success of these works 
has been so unequivocal from the first 
that the publishers have begun the issue 
of the important volumes of this author's 
series relating to the period immedi- 
ately following the Napoleonic era, the 
period of the restoration. Ofthis period 
the author’s ‘‘famous women of the 
Frerich court’’-are the Duchess of An- 
gouleme and the Duchess of Berry. 
Like its predecessors the volume before 
us is largely biographical and possesses 


the lively interest belonging to person- 


ality, and it also presents vivid pictures 
of the times to which it relates. The 
period covered in this volume begins 
with the life of the daughter of 
Louis XVI and Marie Antoinette, im- 
prisqned.in the temple after the execu- 
tion of her parents, and ends with the 
accession of Louis XVIII after the ab- 
dication of Napoleon at Fontainebleau. 
The events described are the last days 
of the Terror and the adventures of the 
exiled Royalists during the consular and 
imperial epoch.

The authors of this fascinating book 
are ‘‘Tom’’ Fitch. the silver-tongued but 
unstable orator, and his gifted wife.

Still, itis unlaw- 
ful to extort money by violence, even 
to exhibit a deadly weapon in a threat- 
ening manner, and this seems to bea 
case which might advantageously be 
considered by the grand jury.

Protect the Birds. 
[S. S. Boynton in Evening Bulletin.] 

The silver-throated humming-bird is 
not a honey-seeker, as many suppose, 
but an insect destroyer that does mucb 
good. The cranes ought to be protected 
by law, for their food consists mostly of 
gophers, mice and other enemies to the 
farmer. The night-hawk that goes 
skimming through the air is one of the 
most useful insect exterminators, and 


greater friend to man than the sparrow- 
hawk, for he is a large feeder and his 
diet consists almost entirely of destruc- 
tive insects, field-mice, snakes, etc. 
-The owls are entitled to protection, for 
they are equal to terriers as rat exter- 
minators. They bring large numbers of 
rats, mice, etc., to their young in the 
early part of the night, their pres- 
ence should be encouraged by every 
orchardist and farmer. Linnets, on the 
other hand, feed bye largely upon fruit 
buds, sand during the season of ripe 
fruit they devour peaches, figs; grapes, 
nectarines and cherries in great quan- 
tities. Martins and swallows feed 
largely upon insects, and they should 
be protected. The crow isa bird con- 
cerning which there is a division of 
opinion. John Randolph, who watched 
these birds carefully, would not permit 
one to be killed upon his lands, but're- 
cent observers declare that the crow 
does more harm than good. Not but 
what he eats more insects than fruit or 
grain, but hecause he destroys the eggs — 
of other birds. Had these eggs been 
left unmolested, the birds hatched from 
them would have destroyed far more in- 
sects than the crow, hence from this 
cause he must be classed as one of the 
most injurious birds. Mr. Samuels, who 
paid special attention to the crow, esti- 
matestaat he devours but one-ninety- 
sixth of the borers, beetles and worms 
that would have been killed by the 
birds that would have hatched from the 
eges be destroys in a season. 

The downy woodpecker or sapsucker 
is considered an enemy by all orchard- 
ists in California, and is .slain when- 
ever there is an opportunity; but while 
he does damage by girding the trees, 
yet his food consists largely of insects 
and grubs that are harmful to fruit. 
An examination of the stomach of one 
of these birds will show that he has 
killed large numbers of ants, beetles 
and borers,.and is, therefore, entitled to 
consideration at. the hands of the fruit- 
growers. 

A farmer’s son in Ohio watched a 
bevy of quail in his father’s corn field, 
and, as they ran from hill to hill, he was 
convinced they were eating the corn. 
He waited an hour and then shot one of 
the birds and ripped open his stomach 
to count the kernelsof corn. He found 
one cut worm, twenty-one striped vine 
bugs and 100 chinch bugs, but not a 
single kernel of corn. 

A similar case took place in Pennsyl- 
vania in 1860, when a war of extermi- 
nation was waged against larks, robins, 
swallows and other birds, whi-h the 

eople declared were eating their fruit. 
The killing took place about the last oi 
May, and during the whole summer 
scarcely a bird was seen in the whole 
neighborhood. As a result the cut 
worms ravaged the cabbage patches, 
whole orchards were destroyed by 
borers and ‘caterpillars, and one-third 
of the grain crop was eaten by army 
worms. The farmers, when too late, 
realized their mistake. Meadow larks 
are considered by many to be perni- 
cious, and farmers will tell you that in 
the spring much young wheat is pulled 
up and eaten bytkem. A careful ex- 
amination of the stomachs of a large 
number of larks shows that their food 
is mostly insects, and hence the damage 

one is slight compared to the good 
they perform. Thirty larks’ stomachs . 
showed 100 seeds, 25 caterpillars, 57 
grasshoppers and 80 beetles.

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WASHABLE GOWNS. 


Where Economy is Wealth—Some Sugges- 


tions that May be Useful. 
One satisfaction nowadays in making 


up cotton frocks is the almost absolute 
certainty that the colors will not fade 
if reasonable care is taken in the wash- 
ing. Fast colors are now as much a 
standard feature with manufacturers as 
artistic designs and fine textures. 


Wash nice cottons in moderately warm 
water made into a lather with a mild, 


pure soap, rinse quickly in water of the 
same temperature, and dry in a shady 
spot. Remember that starched ‘goods 


are no longer considered refined. Iron 


invariably on the wrong side, with a 
very warm iron, but not heated suf- 
ficiently to leave the hint of a brown- 


ing. Any trimming of Irish point lace 
or embroidery should be ironed on the 
wrong side, over a thick pad to bring 
out the pattern. 

Buy enough goods for extra sleeves. 
Cut around waist amply long, as it 
tusks underthe skirt belt. Allow a 
deep hem; for cotton will shrink, no 
matter what the merchant or manu- 


_ facturer may tell you.

Yokes, V’s, 
round jacket pieces and deep corslets 
are also of this lace, and the fashion- 
able touch of richness is added by velvet 
ribbon bretelles and knots. When in- 
tended for. the street satine is quite 
plainly trimmed with velvet accessories 
or those of moire... It is hoped that the 
fashion of trimming satine with black 
French lace, that appeared last sum- 
mer, will never rise again. 

The crinkly crepons and lovely floral- 
patterned cambrics will appear ina 
modified ‘‘bell’’ skirt which allowsa 
trifle of fulness in front, caused by a 
few gathers, and a ruffle, unless bor- 
dered goods are selected.
